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The  Commercial  Museum  works  for  the  public  in  various  ways, 
comprising: 

1.  Collections  illustrating  the  products  and'peoples  of  the  world, 
amplified  by  free  lectures  and  educational  work  in  the  Museum,  and 
by  loan  lectures  and  miniature  museums  distributed  throughout  the 
State. 

2.  Investigation  and  reporting  on  foreign  markets  by  the  Foreign 
Trade  Bureau  for  the  benefit  of  American  business  interests,  and 
publication  of  journals  circulating  among  foreign  buyers  and  among 
American  business  firms  in  such  a  way  as  to  facilitate  business  con¬ 
nections. 

3.  Study  and  research  in  the  resources  and  activities  of  the 
world  through  a  free  library  of  commerce  and  travel. 

Under  the  first  branch  of  the  Museum’s  work  may  be  noted 
during  the  year  the  installation  of  further  portions  of  our  collections 
and  the  acquisition  of  a  considerable  amount  of  valuable  material,  the 
work  having  been  hampered  by  the  great  demands  on  the  time  of 
the  Museum’s  staff  for  the  daily  lectures,  and  by  a  reduction  in  the 
income  from  the  State,  necessitating  the  discontinuance  for  the  time 
of  installation  work. 

There  was  a  large  increase  during  the  year  in  the  daily  attend¬ 
ance  from  the. public  schools  and  of  the  general  public.  A  larger 
number  of  loan  lectures  with  stereopticon,  screen  and  lecture  reading 
were  circulated  through  the  State,  and  in  several  cases  it  has  been 
necessary  to  duplicate  the  slides,  owing  to  the  large  demand,  in  order 
that  the  same  subject  may  be  available  for  schools  in  different  places. 
The  free  lectures  to  the  public  have  been  continued  successfully 
throughout  the  year  with  increasing  attendance,  so  that  it  is  becoming 
necessary  to  consider  the  possibility  of  enlarging  the  hall.  Special 
lecture  courses  have  also  been  arranged  for  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  by  request  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  coming  year  will  show  more  extended  co-operation  between 
the  Museum  and  the  school  system  in  this  respect. 

The  work  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Bureau  in  the  encouragement 
of  international  commerce  has  continued  to  expand,  and  the  year  just 
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passed  shows  the  usual  healthy  increase  in  business  which  has  been  re¬ 
ported  for  some  years  past. 

The  value  of  the  Library  as  a  repository  of  information  con¬ 
cerning  all  parts  of  the  world  is  steadily  gaining  wider  recognition, 
and  comparison  of  titles  on  file  in  the  Museum  with  other  large  in¬ 
stitutions  in  the  United  States,  indicates  that  we  are  still  in  the  lead 
in  the  branch  of  literature  in  which  our  library  has  specialized. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  Museum  for  the  year  are  contained  in 
the  following  reports  from  tne  different  Departments: 

FOREIGN  TRADE  BUREAU 

The  Foreign  Trade  Bureau  has  continued  to  show  a  steady 
growth  combined  with  an  increase  in  the  receipts  from  manufacturers 
making  use  of  the  services  of  the  Bureau  and  the  publications  issued 
by  it. 

The  activity  of  the  Department  is  shown  by  the  following 
statistics: 

The  number  of  domestic  letters  received  during  the  year  was 
28,713;  foreign  letters,  11,276.  The  number  of  domestic  letters 
written,  32,276;  foreign  letters  written,  18,641. 

Lists  of  foreign  merchants  compiled  and  sent  to  manufacturers 
numbered  4,723. 

General  inquiries  received  and  answered,  on  tariffs,  shipping, 
packing,  etc.,  numbered  1,256,  not  including  many  telephone  and 
personal  inquiries,  of  which  no  record  was  kept. 

There  were  published  in  the  Weekly  Export  Bulletin  letters  of 
inquiry  received  direct  from  foreign  merchants  to  the  number  of  1,409. 
To  answer  these  inquiries  it  required  the  compilation  of  lists  of 
American  manufacturers  to  the  amount  of  2,415. 

Commercial  Ajnerica  continues  to  show  progress  along  the  con¬ 
servative  lines  which  have  been  followed  since  its  inception. 

Unsolicited  letters  from  advertisers  indicate  that  the  inquiries 
called  out  by  Commercial  America  are  from  a  more  representative  class 
of  foreign  merchants  than  are  those  resulting  from  many  export  publi¬ 
cations,  and  that  the  number  of  such  inquiries  is  steadily  increasing. 

Four  pages  have  been  added  to  the  Weekly  Export  Bulletin  during 
the  year,  so  that  now  the  weekly  is  a  publication  of  28  pages. 

Abundant  testimony  that  it  is  proving  of  constantly  increasing 
practical  value  to  the  members  of  The  Philadelphia  Commercial 
Museum  has  come  unsolicited. 

The  Weekly  Export  Bulletin  is  still  the  only  publication  of  its  kind 
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published  in  the  United  States.  There  are  other  publications,  issued 
as  supplements  to  monthly  magazines  or  as  small  folders,  which  con¬ 
tain  one  or  more  of  the  features  of  the  Weekly  Export  Bulletin ,  but  not 
one  which  attempts  to  cover  the  field  in  the  same  comprehensive  way. 

The  Printing  Department  has  worked  to  the  full  extent  of  its 
capacity  throughout  the  year.  Besides  the  usual  forms  used  in  the 
Foreign  Department  of  the  Museum,  they  have  printed  a  number  of 
special  pamphlets,  most  important  of  which  were  fhe  second  edition 
of  Manufacturing  in  Philadelphia ,  Foreign  Weights,  Measures  and  Moneys , 
an  edition  of  Periplus  of  Hanno,  and  a  pamphlet  descriptive  of  the 
Japanese  Section  of  the  Museum,  and  have  nearly  completed  a  booklet 
on  the  Chinese  Section  and  several  other  pamphlets.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  Department  has  printed  and  bound  the  usual  issues  of  Com- 
mercial  America  and  the  Weekly  Export  Bulletin.  The  miscellaneous 
work  included  511,000  copies,  running  from  single  sheets  to  eight 
pages. 

Upon  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  English  Committee  in  charge 
of  the  Anglo-American  Exposition  to  be  held  in  London  from  May 
to  October  of  this  year,  we  have  undertaken  the  organization  of  the 
American  Commercial  Section  of  that  Exposition.  The  advantage  of 
this  work,  so  far  as  the  Foreign  Trade  Bureau  is  concerned,  is  found 
in  the  additional  and  favorable  publicity  which  it' has  received  through 
the  country.  The  work  was  undertaken,  however,  mainly  because  of 
the  belief  that  the  Exposition,  if  properly  conducted,  will  be  the 
means  of  materially  increasing  the  commercial  prestige  of  the  United 
States  throughout  the  world  and  especially  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
the  British  Colonies.  This  work  is  still  in  progress. 

FREE  LIBRARY  OF  COMMERCE  AND  TRAVEL 

The  work  of  the  Library  during  the  past  year  has  steadily  in¬ 
creased.  There  are  at  present  33,607  books  and  54,426  pamphlets. 

There  were  3,745  official  gazettes  sent  to  us  by  the  various 
governments.  They  are  kept  on  file  so  that  any  inquiries  as  to  the 
details  of  concessions  and  contracts  for  work  maybe  readily  answered. 

The  statistical  publications  of  the  foreign  trade  of  nearly  all 
nations  are  received  and  special  efforts  have  been  made  to  secure  those 
we  do  not  now  have. 

There  are  212  economic,  scientific  and  geographical  journals 
received.  There  were  22,454  journals  and  newspapers  received 
during  the  year.  This  represents  550  distinct  publications.  They 
were  about  equally  divided  between  foreign  and  domestic  papers.

During  the  year  those  magazines  which  are  not  bound  have  been 
placed  in  pamphlet  boxes.  Eventually  this  will  be  done  for  all. 

In  the  main  room  we  have  the  latest  editions  of  414  directories 
and  are  adding  to  their  number  from  time  to  time.  Two-thirds  of 
the  directories  are  for  foreign  countries  and  one-third  for  the  United 
States.  We  now  have  one  of  the  largest  collections  of  up-to-date 
directories  of  any  library  in  the  country. 

The  Library  has  prepared  the  following  articles  for  Commercial 
America:  The  World’s  Footwear,  The  Leather  Industry,  The 
World’s  Paper,  Hosiery  and  Knit  Goods,  World’s  Trade  in  1912, 
Industrial  Education  and  Commercial  Prosperity,  International  Trade 
in  Cotton  Piece  Goods,  Ready-made  Clothing,  Rubber  and  Its 
Manufactures,  Autos  at  Home  and  Abroad,  Trade  of  the  United 
States  since  1900,  and  Carriages  and  Wagons.  Many  of  those  have 
been  republished  in  foreign  journals,  giving  credit  to  the  Museum  for 
them. 

The  work  entitled  Foreign  Weights ,  Measures  and  Moneys ,  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Library,  was  issued  during  the  year  and  has  been  sold  so 
rapidly  that  another  edition  will  have  to  be  made  in  order  to  meet  the 
demand. 

Wall  charts  have  been  made  of  the  manufacturing  industries  of 
the  United  States,  according  to  the  last  census,  showing  the  rank  of 
Philadelphia  in  hosiery  and  knit  goods,  fur-felt  hats,  woolen  and 
worsted  goods,  cotton  goods,  dyeing  and  finishing  textiles  and  leather. 
Others  were  prepared  on  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  and 
Mexico.  These  charts  attract  the  attention  of  visitors  and  impress 
upon  them  the  importance  of  the  commercial  side  of  the  Museum’s 
work. 

In  the  Translation  Department  there  were  26,601  letters,  con¬ 
taining  5,152,115  words  translated,  an  increase  of  3,712  letters  and 
1,006,589  words  over  the  previous  year. 

The  use  of  the  Library  by  those  preparing  books  and  special 
reports  on  certain  lines  of  industry  and  commerce  is  steadily  growing. 

MUSEUM  WORK 

During  the  year  1913  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  the  fol¬ 
lowing  work  in  the  line  of  installation : 

A  life-sized  figure  representing  a  Malay  coolie  tapping  a  culti¬ 
vated  Hevea  or  rubber  tree  in  the  Straits  Settlements  was  made  and 
placed  in  the  rubber  exhibit  in  the  Central  Building.  This  shows  the 
modern  “half-herring-bone  system”  of  tapping.  This  is  now  in  a 
temporary  case. 
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A  collection  of  tapping  tools  for  rubber  trees  shows  the  variety  of 
instruments  in  use  on  plantations  in  the  East. 

A  life-sized  figure  representing  a  workman  weaving  a  fine  Panama 
hat  was  made  and  placed  in  the  Peru  exhibit.  T  his  is  still  in  a  tem¬ 
porary  case. 

A  cotton  gin  run  by  an  electric  motor  was  placed  in  a  case  in  the 
Cotton  exhibit  and  does  much  to  interest  the  schools  and  other  museum 
visitors,  by  making  the  process  of  cotton  ginning  understandable. 

A  life-sized  figure  of  a  southern  negro  has  been  made  and  placed 
in  a  temporary  case  in  the  Central  Building,  to  be  later  properly  in¬ 
stalled  to  show  the  gathering  of  turpentine  in  Georgia. 

A  large  cacao  tree  with  green  leaves,  ripe  red  fruits,  immature 
fruits  and  flowers  has  been  set  up  in  the  Ecuador  collection  to  show 
how  chocolate  beans  grow.  This  is  now  in  a  temporary  case. 

A  life-sized  figure  representing  a  West  Indian  negro  cutting  down 
sugar  cane  has  been  made  and  placed  in  a  temporary  case  in  the  Sugar 
collection. 

Models  were  made  of  two  bunches  of  green  cocoanuts  and  of 
two  young  cocoanuts  cut  open  as  is  done  when  the  water  is  drunk. 
One  bunch  is  now  in  the  exhibit  from  India  and  the  other  in  the 
West  Indian  exhibit. 

A  collection  of  coins  showing  the  standard  money  of  the  principal 
commercial  nations  was  placed  in  wing  frames  on  the  outer  wall  of 
the  lecture  room. 

A  large  series  of  photographs  showing  the  progress  of  work  on 
the  Panama  Canal  was  placed  in  frames  on  the  outer  wall  of  the 
lecture  room. 

A  large  exhibit  of  industrial  work  from  the  Philippine  schools  was 
loaned  to  the  Museum  for  a  short  time  by  the  Philippine  Bureau  of 
Education.  It  was  shown  on  the  second  floor  of  the  North  Building. 

The  exhibits  from  India  which  were  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
Central  Building  have  been  combined  with  other  material  from  India 
and  re-installed  on  the  first  floor  near  the  Ceylon  exhibit. 

Several  new  show  cases  of  the  type  used  in  the  North  Building 
have  been  built  in  the  western  part  of  the  Central  Building  and  the 
work  of  installing  a  large  wool  exhibit  has  been  started. 

A  case  containing  lantern  slides  shown  by  artificial  light  has  been 
placed  near  the  lecture  room.  The  slides  are  changed  occasionally 
and  attract  much  attention. 

A  collection  of  Liberian  material  was  prepared  for  loan  to  other 
museums.  It  has  been  shown  at  the  Park  Museum,  Providence,  R.  I. 
It  is  now  at  the  Children’s  Museum  of  Boston,  and  is  soon  to  go  to 
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the  Reading  Museum,  and  later  to  the  John  Herron  Art  Institute, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

The  handbook  describing  the  Chinese  Exhibit  was  issued  in  the 
latter  part  of  1913  and  has  been  very  favorably  commented  upon. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Fisher,  Assistant  Curator,  went  to  Porto  Rico  in  the 
latter  part  of  August.  He  obtained  much  material  for  school  col¬ 
lections  and  a  number  of  very  useful  exhibits.

Small  collections  of  specimens  or  photographs  for  education  work 
which  were  especially  needed  were  given  to  Pennsylvania  State  Col¬ 
lege,  Comegys  School,  Friends’  School,  U.  S.  Military  Academy, 
Dr.  Harshberger,  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  etc. 

Help  was  given  to  the  Asa  Packer  Public  School  and  the  Reynolds 
Public  School  in  their  exhibits  at  the  carnival  of  the  Home  and  School 
Association. 

The  work  with  loan  lectures  has  been  larger  this  year  than  ever 
before.  We  usually  have  about  fifteen  lanterns  out  in  different  parts 
of  Pennsylvania  at  one  time,  and  we  loan  slides  to  many  schools 
where  they  have  their  own  lanterns.  Very  frequently  a  lantern  will 
go  with  a  set  of  slides  and  the  typewritten  lecture  into  a  township  and 
will  be  used  in  a  dozen  or  more  schools  in  remote  rural  districts  be¬ 
fore  it  is  returned  to  Philadelphia.  In  this  way  first-class  geographic 
instruction  is  being  given,  and  the  expert  knowledge  of  our  staff  is 
put  in  convenient  form  at  the  service  of  every  public  school  teacher 
in  Pennsylvania.  The  parents  as  well  as  the  teachers  often  attend 
these  lectures,  and  so  the  work  is  a  help  in  the  general  social  center 
movement.  There  is  no  doubt  that  fifty  thousand  children  have 
profited  by  these  lectures  in  1913. 

School  collections  or  minature  museums  prepared  -under  the 
State  appropriation  have  been  distributed  to  several  hundred  schools 
in  all  parts  of  Pennsylvania.  The  teachers  who  use  these  collections 
continue  to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  specimens  and  the 
universal  verdict  is,  that  our  work  is  making  the  study  of  geography, 
commerce  and  industry  a  vital  force  in  the  schools  of  Pennsylvania. 

During  the  school  months  preceding  Christmas,  the  Commercial 
Museum  was  visited  by  more  schools  than  in  any  preceding  season, 
in  all  the  eight  years  the  special  lectures  have  been  given.  W e  not 
only  received  more  children,  but  there  were  more  schools  represented 
and  they  came  from  more  distant  locations. 

The  applications  for  lectures  this  year  have  been  more  numerous 
than  ever,  and  we  have  been  forced  to  refuse  a  great  many  lectures 
that  were  asked  for.  During  a  great  part  of  the  season  we  have  put 
classes  from  two  to  five  schools  in  the  lecture  room  together.  In  such 
cases  we  have  given  guides  to  the  school  which  made  application  first 
and  allowed  the  other  schools  to  see  the  exhibits  under  the  guidance 
of  their  own  teachers,  after  the  lecture.  Almost  every  afternoon  we 
have  given  two  lectures  and  sometimes  three. 
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By  special  request  of  Dr.  Brumbaugh,  we  are  presenting  a 
course  of  lectures  to  teachers  on  Wednesday  afternoons  at  4.15 
o’clock.  Five  of  these  lectures  were  given  before  Christmas  and 
were  well  attended  and  five  are  to  be  delivered  during  January  and 
February. 

A  special  committee,  appointed  by  Dr.  Brumbaugh  to  consider 
the  work  of  the  Commercial  Museum,  recently  reported  that  our 
lectures  and  collections  are  “exceedingly  beneficial  to  the  schools  and 
that  any  change  should  be  in  the  nature  of  an  enlarging  of  its  activities’  ’ . 
Several  suggestions  made  by  this  committee  are  interesting  and  help¬ 
ful  to  us. 

Special  visits  to  the  Museum  were  made  during  the  year  by  the 
Convention  of  School  Superintendents  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Moscow 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Technical  Knowledge,  and  other 
societies,  as  well  as  by  several  churches,  and  as  usual  by  teachers  tak¬ 
ing  course  in  the  Summer  School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  American  Association  of  Museums,  composed  of  Directors 
and  Curators  of  museums  in  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  met  in 
Philadelphia  in  June,  and  held  a  session  at  the  Commercial  Museum. 

The  Photographic  Department  prepared  11,400  photographs  for 
the  geographical  collections  distributed  during  the  year.  For  its  files 
and  for  use  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Museum  1,450  photo¬ 
graphs  were  prepared. 

Over  1,100  lantern  slides  were  made  for  the  loan  lectures  and 
the  Saturday  afternoon  courses.  This  work  required  the  making  of 
more  than  1,000  negatives. 

One  hundred  bromide  enlargements  were  made  for  exhibition 
and  other  purposes. 

The  Museum’s  collection  now  contains  37,000  photographs  and 
28,000  lantern  slides.  The  file  of  negatives  includes  over  5,000 
original  films  and  10,000  glass  negatives,  many  of  the  latter  also  being 
original. 

Several  thousand  lantern  slides  have  been  re-arranged  in  more 
convenient  cases,  and  are,  therefore,  more  accessible  and  useful.

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Attention  is  called  to  the  condition  of  the  Museum’s  property. 
The  present  status  of  both  grounds  and  building  has  resulted  in  stop¬ 
ping  most  of  our  work  of  improvement  and  under  present  conditions 
only  necessary  repairs  have  been  made.  For  the  proper  growth  of 
the  Institution,  it  is  most  important  that  its  position  should  be  better 
defined  in  the  near  future  in  order  that  an  effort  may  be  made  to 
secure  funds  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  present  property,  or 
else  for  securing  another  location. 

Particularly  is  it  important  to  regain  possession  of  the  South 
Building  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  Valuable  collections  now  stored 
in  the  main  hall  are  deteriorating  and  should  be  installed,  and  no 
place  is  available  for  them  until  these  portions  of  our  property  now 
used  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Charities  can  be  vacated.  The 
condition  of  the  main  hall  itself  is  such  as  to  call  for  considerable  ex¬ 
penditure  at  once.  The  wooden  floor  is  in  bad  condition  and  should 
be  entirely  removed  and  replaced  with  cement.  The  roof  gives  con¬ 
stant  trouble  and  the  entire  structure  of  supports  and  trusses  should  be 
overhauled.  The  funds  that  can  be  set  aside  from  the  current  city 
appropriation  cannot  meet  more  than  incidental  repairs,  and  to  prevent 
much  damage  to  valuable  and  representative  collections,  a  broader 
development  of  our  property  is  extremely  desirable. 
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GEOGRAPHICAL  COLLECTION  IN  CABINET  FOR 
THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 


THE  COMMERCIAL  MUSEUM  OF  PHILADELPHIA 


is  a  public  institution,  controlled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Philadelphia  Museums,  under  City  and  State  legislation.  It  is  located 
at  34th  Street  and  Vintage  Avenue,  below  Spruce  Street,  in  West 
Philadelphia,  and  occupies  a  group  of  exhibition  buildings  with  a  floor 
space  of  200,000  square  feet.  The  institution  is  supported  by  appro¬ 
priations  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  by  subscriptions  from  manufacturers,  exporters  and  business  men 
of  the  country  making  systematic  use  of  its  service. 

The  objects  of  the  Philadelphia  Commercial  Museum  are  to  dis¬ 
seminate  in  this  country  a  wider  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the 
customs  and  conditions  of  other  nations  and  peoples,  and  to  promote 
the  commerce  of  the  United  States  with  foreign  countries. 

The  Collections  shown  in  the  Museum  illustrate  the  products 
and  peoples  of  the  world. 

Exhibits  are  installed  from  the  Philippine  Islands,  Japan,  China, 
India  and  many  parts  of  Africa,  the  South  Sea  Islands,  Mexico  and 
the  various  countries  of  Central  and  South  America,  and  some  of  the 
European  countries.  There  are  also  collections  of  skins  and  hides, 
of  corn,  cotton,  petroleum  and  other  products,  and  of  many  primary 
articles,  grouped  with  their  by-products.  These  collections  are  of 
inestimable  value  educationally  and  to  business  men. 

The  main  purpose  of  these  exhibits  is  to  portray  in  vivid  fashion 
the  products  and  peoples  of  foreign  lands.  There  have  been  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  schools  of  the  state  more  than  2,000  miniature 
museums,  comprising  commercial  products,  photographs,  maps,  etc. 
Loan  lectures,  consisting  of  colored  slides,  stereopticon  and  screen, 
and  lecture  reading,  are  circulated  among  the  schools  throughout  the 
state.  Daily  illustrated  lectures  are  also  given  to  the  schools  in  the 
Lecture  Hall  of  the  institution  by  members  of  the  staff,  after  which 
the  classes  are  conducted  through  the  exhibits. 

Free  illustrated  lectures  on  topics  connected  with  geography,  com¬ 
merce  and  travel  are  offered  to  the  general  public  weekly  during  a 
large  part  of  the  year. 

Special  courses  of  free  lectures  are  also  offered  to  teachers. 

THE  FOREIGN  TRADE  BUREAU 

has  for  its  sole  object  the  development  of  the  international  commerce 
of  the  United  States.  It  does  this  by  encouraging  individual  manu¬ 
facturers  who  are  equipped  to  handle  the  business,  to  extend  the 
markets  for  their  wares  in  foreign  countries,  and  then  by  assisting  them

in  a  very  practical  manner  in  inaugurating  and  developing  that  trade. 
The  assistance  given  is  in  the  nature  of  live  and  practical  information 
on  every  phase  of  export  trade — its  elementary  features  as  well  as  its 
technicalities.  Large  and  increasing  numbers  of  inquiries  are  received 
daily  from  foreign  firms  asking  for  the  names  of  makers  of  particular 
lines  of  goods  in  the  United  States,  and  asking  to  be  placed  in  touch 
with  the  proper  manufacturers.  Inquiries  of  this  nature  are  always 
cordially  invited;  they  are  promptly  answered  and  without  charge. 
The  Bureau  also  has  a  publication  service  issuing  regularly  two 
journals.  Commercial  America ,  published  in  both  English  and 
Spanish,  circulates  abroad  with  the  purpose  of  inviting  the  attention 
of  foreign  merchants  to  the  advantages  of  the  United  States  as  a 
country  in  which  to  procure  goods.  The  Weekly  Export  Bulletin  is 
a  confidential  publication,  circulating  among  subscribers  to  the  Bureau, 
with  the  purpose  of  informing  them  of  the  wants  of  foreign  importers 
and  merchants.

THE  LIBRARY  OF  COMMERCE  AND  TRAVEL 

is  a  practical  consulting  library.  On  file  are  the  official  statistics  and 
similar  documents  of  nearly  all  foreign  countries,  the  consular  reports 
of  all  countries  which  publish  the  same,  books  on  commerce,  industry, 
production,  exploitation,  distribution,  travel  and  exploration,  and 
similar  topics,  directories  of  foreign  cities  and  industries  and  a  large 
number  of  the  best  trade  journals  published  throughout  the  world. 
The  library  is  one  of  the  most  complete  of  its  kind  in  the*  world,  of 
great  assistance  to  the  manufacturer  and  business,  the  general  reader 
and  investigator,  and  invaluable  to  the  staff  of  the  institution.
